HISTORY  OF  THE  RARE  AND 
BEAUTIFUL  1938  10  LITU 
COMMEMORATIVE  BANKNOTE

On  the  eve  of  the  4oth  anniversary  of  the  Soviet  occupation  of  the 
Republic  of  Lithuania,  we  thought  it  best  to  feature  in  detail  the 
history  of  the  most  historic,  and  yet  rarest  banknote  of  the  Bank  of 
Lithuania.  The  designs  and  symbolism  found  on  this  note  is  unequalled, 
It  is  a graphic  testimonial  of  the  Lithuanian  people  and  their  plea 
for  freedom  and  independence.  After  spending  two  years  researching 
this  mysterious  banknote,  this  author  now  reveals  to  our  members,  and 
to  the  numismatic  public,  the  fascinating  story  behind  this  rare  not^

CHICAGO  TOKEN  EXHIBIT 

The  Balzekas  Museum  will 
place  on  public  exhibit  its 
collection  of  early  Chicago 
(pre  world  War  I)  Lithuan- 
ian lodge/society  tokens, 
issued  by  the  first  groups 
of  Lithuanian  immigrants  to 
the  city. 

Consisting  of  over  30  d- 
ifferenxt  tokens,  the  exhi- 
bit will  premiere  at  the 
C.I.C.F.  May  30- June  1,  in 
the  non-competitive  cata- 
gory. 

The  collection  of  brass,  bronze,  and  aluminum  to- 
kens represent  the  historic  evidences  of  the  early 
Lithuanian  community  in  Chicago,  and  was  originally 
assembled  by  the  late  Dr.  Alexander  M.  RaSkus  in  the 
1940 's.  The  collection  "disappeared"  for  many  years, 
but  was  surprisingly  found  in  a backroom  closet  of 
the  Museum  behind  a dusty  shelf  in  1979*  Museum  num- 
ismatic curator  Frank  Passic  has  spent  considerable 

time  assembling  a 3 case  presentation,  including  some 
early  photos  of  these  societies.  After  the  C.I.C.F., 
the  exhibit  will  be  placed  on  permanent  exhibit  at 
the  Museum,  at  4012  Archer  Avenue. 


TOKEN  OF  THE  MONTH,  By  Frank  Fassic 

BROOKLYN  N.V.  CLUB 

Brooklyn  Lithuanian-American  Citizen's  Club 
Metal  Content:  Aluminum 
Size:  26  mm. 

In  the  last  half  of  the  19th  century,  the 
Russian  Czar  embarked  on  a vicious  campaign 
to  crush  Lithuanian  nationalism.  Repressive 
measures  were  forced  upon  the  Lithuanians  in 
their  homeland,  adding  to  the  misery  of  fam- 
ine and  mass  unemployment. 

A huge  emigration  began,  and  thousands  of 
Lithuanians  left  for  America,  the  "land  of 
promise  and  opportunity."  The  emigration  ev- 
entually totalled  635 i 000  persons,  approxim- 
ately 20#  of  the  population  of  Lithuania!  The 
immigrants  arrived  at  Ellis  Island,  the 
melting  pot  for  immigrants  as  they  came  to 
the  United  States, 

"An  unfavorable  attitude  towards  the  new- 
comers was  felt  immediately  after  their  dis- 
embaktation.  Entrance  formalities  were  per- 
formed at  a quay  on  New  York's  Ellis  Island, 
called  the  'island  of  tears'  by  immigrants. . 
..The  Lithuanian  press  noted  that  the  'new- 
comer's plight  is  quite  deplorable,  especia- 
lly among  our  fellow  Lithuanians,  who  are  le- 
ft with  no  intercession  other  than  God's  wi- 
ll,"' states  one  source. 

The  Lithuanian  Alliance  of  America's  Cha- 
pter in  Brooklyn,  N.Y.  attempted  every  pos- 
sible means  to  help  the  Lithuanians  who  were 
refused  entry  and  were  being  deported  back  to 
Lithuania  from  Ellis  Island.  The  Brooklyn 
Lithuanian-American  Citizens  Club  held  a sp- 
ecial conference  in  May  of  1911  to  institute 
strategy  in  helping  those  who  were  scheduled 
for  deportation. 

The  No.  4 issue  of  Tevyn£  (1896)  stated, 

"At  present,  masses  of  Lithuanian  emigrants 
are  arriving  in  New  York.  Every  ship  from  H- 
amburg  brings  tens  and  hundreds  of  Lithuani- 
ans. Many  are  sent  back  and  the  Alliance's 
Brooklyn  Chapter  is  working  its  hardest  for 
the  good  of  those  poor  peoples..." 

To  these  early  Lithuanian  immigrants  pri- 
or to  World  War  I,  their  American  experiences 
consisted  of  Ellis  Island,  the  city  slums, 
the  mine  and  sweatshops,  and  the  stockyards. 

The  famous  novel,  "The  Jungle'.1  by  Upton  Sin- 
clair (1906)  portrays  the  difficult  life  of 
the  Lithuanian  immigrant  in  the  stockyards 
of  Cnicago. 

The  Brooklyn  Lith-Amer.  Club  issued  a 26mm 
aluminum  token  during  its  existence.  OBVERSE 
DESCRIPTION:  In  the  center,  a "stylized"  Vytis 
, the  symbol  of  Lithuania.  Actually,  to  better 
describe  the  Vytis,  it  looks  like  a fat  ginger- 
bread man  on  a hobby-horse  holding  a stick  ab- 
ove his  head.  Around  the  top  arch  is  the  inscr- 
iption: "LITHUANIAN  AMERICAN  CITIZENS  CLUB." 

The  perimeter  of  the  obverse  contains  thick-li- 


ned denticles.  The  REVERSE  DESCRIPTION:  (top  arch) 

: "ORG.  AUG.  25  1907"  (center) "INC."  (bottom  arches) 
:"APR.  3 1908  BROOKLYN,  N.Y.".  The  perimeter  of  the 
reverse  contains  small  ruffles. 

To  those  of  Lithuanian  heritage  in  America  wh- 
ose ancestors  came  prior  to  World  War  I,  they  owe 
many  thanks  to  this  Brooklyn  organization,  which 
played  a very  helpful  and  charitable  part  in  assur- 
ing the  entry  of  the  Lithuanian  immigrant. 

We  are  not  aware  of  any  recent  sales  of  this 
token,  so  no  "trends"  are  available.

The  Knights  of  Lithuania  in  Mashington,  D.C.  he- 
ld their  Organization  Day  on  Sunday  April  13  at  the 
National  Shrine  of  the  -‘-mmaculate  Conception.  Feat- 
ured after  the  Mass  was  a presentation  by  the  Lith- 
uanian Numismatic  Association  led  by  Robert  J.  L0u- 
chis  of  Columbia,  MD,  and  Henry  Gaidis  of  Olney,  MD. 

Both  men  exhibited  their  Lithuanian  collections 
of  coins,  currency,  medals,  tokens,  and  military 
items.  Premiered  for  the  first  time  was  the  new 
slide  presentation  of  the  Balzekas  Museum  entitled, 
"Coins  of  the  Republic  of  Lithuania". 

An  estimated  50  persons  were  in  attendence,  incl- 
uding the  head  of  the  Lithuanian  Legation  in  Wash- 
ington, D.C.,  Dr.  S.A.  BaSkis!  Dr.  BaSkis  personal- 
ly thanked  the  L.N.A.  for  sending  The  Knight  regul- 
arly to  the  Legation.  The  Chicago  newspaper  DRAUGAS 
also  was  present  and  took  pictures.

The  Council  of  Lithuania,  as  the  only  represen- 
tative of  the  Lithuanian  people,  basing  itself  on 
the  reeognized  principle  of  self-determination, 
and  the  decision  of  the  Lithuanian  conference  in 
Vilnius  September  18-23,  1917*  proclaimes  resto- 
ration of  an  independent  Lithuanian  nation  based 
on  democratic  foundations  with  its  capital  at 
Vilnius;  and  furthermore,  this  nation  is  to  be 
freed  from  any  unions  with  other  nations  which 
previously  had  existed.  | 

The  Council  of  Lithuania  also  proclaims  that 
the  foundations  of  the  Lithuanian  State  and  its 
relations  with  other  nations  will  be  finally 
decided  by  the  Constitutional  Assembly  to  be  co- 
nvened as  soon  as  possible;  its  delegates  to  be  J 
elected  demoratically  by  all  the  people. 

Vilnius,  16th  day  of  February,  1918.

1962  SPORTS  MEDAL5' 


With  all  the  talk  of  the  Olymp- 
ics in  the  news  recently,  we  thoug- 
ht our  readers  might  like  to  recall 
the  Lithuanian  S.  American  Olympic/ 
Sports  games  held  in  1962.  Issued 
was  a bronze  medal  which  was  given 
to  the  athletes,  and  serves  as  a 
reminder  of  the  flame  of  Lithuanian 
athletic  freedom. 

The  obverse  features  a Lithuan- 
ian athlete  holding  the  Olympic  tor- 
ch, and  upon  his  shoulders  rests  the 
"Columns  of  Gediminas."  The  inscr- 
iption around  the  perimeter  transl- 
ates, "South  American  Lithuanian  Sp- 
orts Games."  The  very  bottom  conta- 
ins a flat  raised  area  which  on  th- 
is pictured  medal  is  blank,  but  on 
others  bears  the  incused  date  of 
1962. 

The  reverse  is  blank,  except  f- 
or  those  presented  to  athletes,  in 
which  their  name  was  ingraved.  On 
this  particular  medal,  we  see  that 
1st  place  for  women's  Volleyball 
(Tinklinis)  went  to  R.  Besperaitytfc.

In  his  earlier  years  he  belonged  to  a 
Polish  socialist  organization,  which  influenced 
his  political  thinking.  However,  he  participa- 
ted in  the  Great  Assembly  of  Vilnius  in  1905 1 
and  helped  organize  the  Lith.  Conference  in  Vi- 
nius  in  1917.  In  an  ironic  twist  of  history, 
NarutaviSius ' own  brother,  Gabriel  (Narutowicz)

They  were  willing 
to  let  the  Russians  hold  Olympic  games  in 
Tallinn,  the  capital  of  Estonia,  which  ac- 
croding  to  official  U.S.  policy  is  NOT  part 
of  the  USSR!

5)  MA  fresh  burst 
of  Baltic  nationalism  hits  the  Kremlin," 
reports  David  K.  ^illis  in  an  article  which 
appeared  in  the  January  29th  Christian  Sc- 
ience Monitor.  Two  recent  events  were  hig- 
hlighted in  the  article:  an  open  letter  to 
Leonid  Brezhnev  and  the  U.N.  Secretary  Ge- 
neral Kurt  Waldheim  condeming  the  Soviet 
Invasion  of  Afghanistan,  signed  by  5 Esto- 
nians and  25  Lithuanians  and  Latvians ; and 
appeals  to  the  International  Olympic  Comm- 
ittee and  the  national  Olympic  committees 
of  various  countries  asking  that  the  1980 
summer  games  be  held  outside  of  the  USSR. 
The  two  documents,  both  dated  January  28, 
were  released  by  Estonain  scientist  Jurii 
Kukk,  who  resigned  from  the  Communist  party 
last  May  after  being  a member  for  12  years. 

The  Olympic  boycott  appeal  reminds  nat- 
ions that  do  not  recognize  the  illegal 
Soviet  occupation  and  annexation  of  Lith- 
uania, Latvia,  and  Estonia,  that  the  plans 
to  hold  the  Olypmic  regatta  in  Tallinn,  the 
capital  of  Estonia,  ’tramples  on  the  princ- 
iples of  the  Olypmic  games.
